the governor to be an event of deep 
significance* to the whole civilized 
world. 


"I believe," said he, "that the 


world realizes today that the pros- 
perity of the people of one nation 
in the long run, tends to the pros- 
perity of other nations, while the 
adversity of one people must ulti- 
mately tend to the adversity of oth- 
ers.

In the west, General French re- 


ports that the Germans by the use 
of asphyxiating gases, succeeded in 
penetiating the British lines at two 
points, but he claims that some of 
the trenches lost as a result of these 
tactics vvere regained in the subse- 
quent fighting. The contest is still 
raging. 


Domestic politics continue to ab- 


sorb attention in England, but there 
is delay in attaining definite results 
and the membership of the n°w cabi- 
net has not as yet been announced 
This delay, according to the 
Man- 


chester Guardian, ministerial organ, 
is due 'o the insistence by the Un- 
ionists on eight places in the cabi- 
net as representing their numerical 
strength in the house of commons.

dressed to the Russian ambassador 
at Washington. 


It had been 
reported' that Mr.

A dispatch 
from Copenhagen which told of his 
departure, May 13 for New York, so 
stated, but Mr. Hayes asserted today 
that this was erroneous. He said he 
did not know what the sealed bag 
contained.

NEUTRALITY PROCLAMATION CAUTIONS CITIZENS. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, Ma} 25.—A neutrality 
proclamation by the 
United 


States, covering the entry of Italy in the European war, was published 
today by the state department under date of May 24. 


The proclamation cautions American citizens that "the 
law and 


treaties of the United States without interfering with the free expression 
of opinion and sympathy, or with the commercial manufacture or sale of 
arms or munitions of war, nevertheless impose upon all persons who may 
be within their territory and jurisdiction the duty of impartial neutrality 
during the existence of the contest." 
^ ' 


As was the case in the other neutrality proclamation issued during 


the present war, the laws of the United States forbidding recruiting for 
the belligerents in this country or the fitting out of war vessels are re- 
cited and also the laws governing belligerent warships entering American 
ports. 
The protection of the United States, it is declared, will be denied 


to such American citizens as "may conduct themselves in the premises.'^ 


The language of the proclamation is identical with the others.

Mr. Warburg pointed out that when 


the war began. England, then actina 
as banker of the world, felt forced t 3 
ask for some of the vast sums due hn: 
and that this request was reflected in 
varying degrees in countries that wer» 
in her debt. He spoke of the acut-> 
situation which resulted in the United 
States and elsewhere on this hemis- 
phere and added: 


"The lesson which all American na- 


tions will have to learn 
from 
last 


> par's experience is that it is unwise 
for the world to place its financial de- 
pendence upon any single nation; and 
that those who can afford to do so— 
as for instance, the United States- 
should Irom this time on adopt a pol- 
icy of greater reliance upon their own 
lesources. Those countries which can- 
not rely exclusively upon their owr. 
resources should adopt a policy of di- 
viding thrir risks of financial depend- 
ence as evenly and widely as they pos- 
sibly can. 


"There is no difference of conser- 


vative opinion that the United States 
does not aspire now to take the place 
of Europe's leading financial powers. 
Our own field of operation is still too 
vast to enable us, or to render it evn 
desirable for us to become the world's 
banker at this stage of our own de- 
velopment. 
But the 
safety 
of 
all 


countries—and we 
include England 


among their number—demands that if 
again the latter should find herself 
forced to call upon her debtors for in- 
stant payment, there should 
be at 


least one country strong and independ- 
ent enough to shoulder a substantial 
portion of the burden. 


"The development of all American 


nations lies in the same direction, 
though there will he a difference in 
degree. 
It must be the aim of th< 


United States from now on to move 
rapidly toward entire financial inde- 
pendence. 


"Though in normal 
times closely 


connected with Europe, the American 
contingents ought to be so organized 
as to form a distinct unit in times of 
emergency—a union whose transporta- 
tion and credit systems will remain 
unbroken even though 
all 
Europe 


should go to war."

UNITARIANS TO 


HEAR REPORT ON 


CHANGE OF NAME. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Boston, May 25. — 'Delegates to the 


annual meeting of the American Un- 
itarian Association today looked for- 
ward with interest to the report to 
be presented by the commission ap- 
pointed last year to consider the ad- 
visability of a change of the name 
ot the Unitarian church. It was ex- 
pected that the report would arouse 
onsideiable discussion. 


The outbreak of the war necessi- 


tated the postponement of a world 
tour "in the interest of the sympa- 
thy of religions and world brother- 
hood," planned by the 
department 


of loreign relations as the 
central 


feature of its work last year, ac- 
wding to the report of the secre- 
tary, Rev. Charles W. 
Wendte of 


Boston, prepared for presentation to- 
day. 
The report pointed out, how- 


ver, that the specific missionary ac- 
thities- of the church were in coun- 
tries slightly aftected by the war. 


Careful training in principles and

The pamphlet deals in large part 


with the attitude of German Social- 
ists. "As far back as 1910. efforts 
were made at the International So- 
cialist Congress at 
Copenhagen 
to 


pass a resolution advocating a gen- 
eral strike in the event of war be- 
tween any of the great powers," says 
Mr. Williams. "When the resolution 
was passing through the preliminary 
stages of Committee, it was super- 
seded by an academic indictment of 
war, 
and by a resolution which re- 


ferred the subject of general strike 
hack to the various 
Socialist and 


Labor parties for further considera- 
tion and report. 
This was engin- 


eered by the German and Austrian 
delegates. 


"The matter was thus adjourned 


until 1913. In that year a simila 
resolution was placed on the program 
for discussion at the Conference o 
the 
National 
Transport 
Workers 


Federation. The resolution, as sub 
milled to the Executive council o 
the British organization, threatened 
positive action in the event of war 
being imminent. 
The resolution was 


sent to the International Headquar 
ters in 'Berlin for approval, but to 
our intense surprise a letter was re 
turned to the effect that our resolu- 
tion was not to be placed before the 
convention.

What it th« •••!••! way of locating • 


loot* push rod? 


A loose push rod can easily be found 


by feeling with the band. If there fs 
too much clearance between the stem 
and the top of the rod it. can be as- 
certained by rattling the push rod. and 
if this is the case it should be adjusted. 
preferably while the motor Is warm. 
Make the space about one one-hun- 
dredth of an inch, or the thickness of 
a sheet of writing paper. 


If the rod is worn in the guide a cer- 


tain amount of lateral movement will 
be noticed when force is applied to the 
rod by the hand.

Whan I put my foot on the electric 


•tarter on my car it makes a noise as 
though every gear were being stripped. 
Can you tell me the cause and how to 
remedy this? 


It is possible that the gear teeth are 


worn or that the armature bearings 
allow play. 
Inspection should show 


whether this is so. It may be that the 
gears need oiling. It must not be for- 
gotten that a starter should make a 
little noise, the amount depending on 
the design, workmanship and material. 


When I change from intermediate to 


low or from high to low very quickly 
my gears go into high and low both. 
The car stops with a jerk and I cannot 
change to neutral until I get under- 
neath the car and kick out high. 
When 


I change slowly it is all right. Is there 
any way of adjusting the spring tension 
on the clutch of this car? 


Either the shifting rods are not the 


right length or the springs that bring 
them back to neutral are weak. Re- 
place these springs, and if this does not 
remedy the difficulty try adjusting the 
lengths of the rods. 


The tension of the clutch spring ran 


be adjusted by screwing up on the nut 
that holds the thrust bearing in place. 
It is possible that this will not make 
the clutch hold. If it does not, then the 
clutch leather should be replaced. To 
do this it will be necessary to remove 
the clutch cone. 
Take the universal 


apart and then unscrew the bolt that 
holds the thrust bearing in place. 
After this the clutch spider can be re- 
moved. 


What effect have moth balls on gaso- 


line? 
Friends Who put them in their 


gasoline say they get more power from 
their engines. 


The use of moth balls will increase 


the power slightly, but they hare a 
corrosive action and tend to carbonize 
the motor. 


If I place a plate on my pistons to 


obtain 
higher 
compression, will 
it 


cause excessive vibration at high mo- 
tor speeds? 


Many owners have fastened plates 


to the piston tops in order to increase 
the compression and gain power and 
speed, but the construction is not ad- 
vised, as the results obtained are not 
worth the expenditure in time and 
money. All depends upon the weight 
of the plates as to whether the vibra- 
tion will be high. 


Is half kerosene and half wood alco- 


hol a good carbon remover? 


Half kerosene and half wood alcohol 


is a good carbon remover. After tak- 
ing the carbon from the cylinders the 
oil in the crank case should be renew- 
ed in order that the lubricant will bo 
in good condition. 


Is it possible to adjust the detachable 


rims on a 35 by 4 wheel so that a 36 by 
4*4 tire can be put on? If not, what 
is the reason? The wheel at present 
will take a 34 by 3!/3 or 35 by 4 tire. 


A 3G by 4% tire can be put on a 35 


by 4 rim because this is the oversize 
for that tire. It cannot, however, be 
put on a 34 by SVa rim. as the over- 
size for this is the 35 by 4 and not 36 
by 


As soon •• I go into third or nign 


gear my car runs in a jerky manner. 
If I go back into second speed and push 
en the .accelerator to give the engine 
more speed for about half • square and 
then go back into third or high it runs 
smoothly. What !• the matter? 


It seems most probable that the mo- 


tor Is missing, or at least does not run 
smoothly at low speeds. Adjust the 
spark gaps on the plugs to one thirty- 
second of an Inch, tighten all wiring 
connections and look for short circuits 
caused by poorly insulated or bare 
wires. 


See that the brushes on the magneto 


are hi good condition and adjust the 
breaker points If they need it 
There 


may be a temporary short circuit in the 
switch at times. Adjust the carburetor 
carefully. 
The air valve is for high 


speed and the needle valve for low. 
Test the compression. It may be that 
the valves need grinding, or there is a 
leakage past the pistons or the valve 
stem guides. 


What is the best way to keep tires 


from sticking to the rims? 


In order to keep the tires from stick- 


ing to the rims it is necessary to pre- 
vent the rusting of the rim. and this is 
most satisfactorily accomplished by the 
use of flake graphite. The graphite is 
mixed into a creamy paste by adding 
a small percentage of gasoline. This 
is then applied to the rims the same as 
ordinary paint. 
The gasoline evapo- 


rates and leaves the graphite, which 
not only prevents rusting to a large 
extent, but holds the bead of the tire 
away from the metal of the rim. 


Is it advisable to wash a car with wa- 


ter each day? 


Cars should not be washed unless it 


is necessary. Sometimes only wiping 
of the body and dusting of the cush- 
ions are needed. _ 


My car misses in the front cylinder. 


It will run from one to twenty miles, 
and then it will miss. The spark plug 
gets oily and will not fire. I have put 
in a new plug, and it does the same 
thing. What is the trouble? 


Evidently there is n leakage of oil. 


due to loose fitting rings or pistons. 
Remove the piston and rings and ex- 
amine them carefully. Replace them 
so that the joints of the three rings 
will be equally spaced around the cyl- 
inder. ns it is possible that they are all 
In line now. 


Does a six cylinder start easier on 


the magneto than a four, and does not 
the armature on a six cylinder magneto 
make more revolutions to the crank 
•haft than does one on a four? 


The magneto in n six travels one-hnlf 


ns fnst ns the crnnk shaft Just as It 
does in a four cylinder motor. The rea- 
son n sis may start easier on the mag- 
neto is because In one revolution of the 
crank shaft there nre three explosions. 
whereas In the four there nre only two. 
This makes the chnncps of firing n 
charge greater In the six than In the 
four. 


la it economical to use oversize tires? 
Many tire makers advocate the use 


of oversize tires for the following rea- 
sons: 


Take, for instance, a 33 by 4 tire 


which fits on a 32 by 3% rim. In ad- 
dition to having considerably more air 
capacity or cubical contents, there is 
naturally a little more tread, and the 
oversize tire is. generally speaking, of 
a heavier construction. 
The greater 


air capacity naturally makes more of 
a cushion, thus making the tire easier 
riding for the occupants, and. due to 
the advantages mentioned, caused by 
the fact that the tire is of heavier 
construction and has a greater air ca- 
pacity, it will throw off strains which 
a tire of similar diameter and circum- 
ference would not throw off. 


In addition to the above, the cir- 


cumference of the oversize tire in this 
instance is slightly over three inches 
more than the 32 by 3*/i which we 
are using for illustration. This addi- 
tional running surface 
means, of 


course, that the tire will revolve fewer 
times in making a mile than the 32 by 
3'A which, everything being equal, 
should insure greater mileage than the 
smaller size tire. 


What are the advantages and disad- 


vantages of the disk friction chain 
drive compared with other typts of 
transmission 
now 
more 
commonly 


used? 


The advantages of the friction trans- 


mission are that it offers an infinite 
number of gear ratios. Is silent cheap 
to manufacture and simple. The dis- 
advantage are that the friction disk 
must be renewed every few thousand 
miles—this is a small matter, but 
worth noting—and that the amount of 
horsepower that it will transmit under 
the conditions found in automobile de- 
sign is limited. Therefore it has never 
been used to any extent on large cars, 
but has found favor on some cars of 
medium size and on more small cars. 


Would « reviver of enamel brighten 


up my fenders or would you advise 
varnish? 


Varnish would probably brighten up 


your fenders satisfactorily. Before ap- 
plying the varnish it is necessary to be 
particularly sure that the surface is 
clean and bright 
The varnish then 


used should be the best grade of finish- 
ing varnish. 


I have been having trouble getting 


the water to circulate through my ra- 
diator. I have put pressure on it with 
a hose, but the water went through 
only very slowly. 
I did this » number 


of times and there did not seem to be 
any loose sediment of any kind coming 
out of the radiator. 
I have heard that 


washing soda dissolved in boiling wa- 
ter will clean it; also boiler compound. 
Can you advise me regarding thi«? 


Common washing soda dissolved in 


boiling water is an excellent remover 
of the scale that forms in the radiator. 
The radiator should be thoroughly 
flushed out with a solution consisting 
of about two heaping handfuls of soda 
to an ordinary pail of boiling water. 
The soda solution should be allowed 
to remain in the radiator for a short 
time, and It should then be flushed out 
with clear warm water. 


It is inadvisable to use boiler com- 


pounds in automobile radiators unless 
the constituents of the compounds nre 
wuM l.-ii"un. Some of the boiler com- 
pound* contain Ingredients which cor- 
rod;- .-ni.v metal surface with which 
tluM <-o::ie in contact 
The result la 


tint, instead of merely removing the 
scnlo, the metal Itself Is decomposed, 
nnd in a short time the radiator be- 
comes leaky.

The common pleas 
court gave a judgment of $167 for 
each, the difference between what they 
would have earned and what the city 
paid for men to take their places. The

ordering payment of $2950, the amount 
due during suspension with interest, 
without any reduction for the samp 
paid substitutes.
